Officials Go Over Plans For 
New School Building Program 


Plans for future school con- 
struction in Andover were dis- 
cussed by the school committee and 
the school building committee at 
a joint meeting of the groups held 
Tuesday evening, the regular 
meeting night of the school com- 
mittee. 

An intensive study of all types 
of school construction is planned 
by the building committee, its 
chairman, Warren Lewis advised 
the meeting. 

One of the first steps to be 
taken will be the carrying out of 
test borings onthe Noyes property, 
Lovejoy rd., the area which is 
scheduled to be taken by eminent 
domain proceedings as the site for 
a new school in that section of the 
community. The cost of the test 
borings will be taken from the 
$12,000 appropriation made at the 
town meeting to finance pre- 
liminary plans for a new school. 

Other early steps planned in con=- 
nection with the new school 
construction will be the securing of 
an architectural firm, and pre- 
paration by Superintendent of 
Schools Edward I, Erickson of an 
educational program for the new 
school. 

Construction of the best possible 
School at the lowest possible cost 
will be the objective of the school 
building committee, Mr. Lewis 
stressed. He said that the com- 
mittee will be economy minded and 
will keep ever in mind the tax- 
payers who may be called upon to 
erect additional new schools inthe 
West Andover area. 

The chairman explained that the 
committee will inspect all types of 
school buildings in order to plan 
the most efficient for Andover. To 
be looked over will be multi-story 
type schools, the single story and 
the campus type buildings. 

Consideration of the use of pre- 
sent facilities will also be made by 
the board, such as use of the Brad- 
lee school on a temporary basis. It 
has been estimated that it willcost 
$75,000 to put the Bradlee school

EDITORIAL THOUGHTS 


Who’s Against Santa? 


Will the country support Santa Claus at the election. 
next November? 

For that’s exactly what the domestic portion of the 
Democratic platform reminded us of — more of everything, 
but without added cost. 

Naturally folks in this part of the country, who know and 
like Sen. John F. Kennedy, will support him because they 
do know him. 

But in the nation as a whole, where the planks in that 
party platform are real issues, we wonder whether voters 
will be voting for Kennedy, or for Santa himself. 

It seems that the platform promises for improvement in 
every field — higher wages, better medical care, more 
work, improved educational facilities, help for the elderly, 
and many more — are designed to give the illusion that all 
this can be ours, simply by electing the Democrats. No 
cost, of course. 

Yet common sense tells us that the tremendous social 
services contained in this platform will cost billions upon 
billions of dollars — and we will all be paying for them 
eventually. 

But voting is not always a matter of common sense. 

There’s an old saying that ‘‘You don’t vote against 
Santa Claus’’ — and we suspect the Democrats are de- 
pending on the truthfulness of this adage as they face the 
electorate in November. 


They’ve Been On A Spot 


Cooperation, to mean anything, must indeed be a two- 
way proposition. 

And this is all that the Board of Selectmen have asked 
of Sidney P. White, in finishing off the loose ends at his 
dairy bar on Andover st. Apparently the work is continuing, 
and will eventually be completed. 

We can’t help but comment on what a tricky spot the 
Selectmen have been placed by having to spend so much 
time dealing with problems presented to them by Mr. White, 
as he attempts to get his business enterprise going. There 
have been uncounted hours spent in discussing the many 
difficult situations there — sewage, drainage, and other 
details, 

And every time there has been a delay, or there has 
been some hitch in the plans, the Board has had to carry 
the burden of appearing to ‘‘delay’’ Mr. White because of 
political differences, 

It isn’t easy to do what’s right, when this sort of public 
pressure is held over one’s head constantly. 

The Sunday permit is a good example. Mr. White did not 
have one for Sunday, July 3 — the weekend he opened. 
Normally you can not operate on the Sabbath without the 
permit, and cold logic would have required that the place 
be closed for the day. 

Yet the Selectmen decided to make an exception, and 
validated a permit, so that the new business would not be 
unduly hampered on its opening. Imagine the cry of ‘‘foul’’ 
that would have gone up if the permit was not issued — 
and see the rather uncertain situation now, with a prece- 
dent established for not holding the line on the necessity 
of having Sunday permits in hand prior to the specific day. 

The Selectmen have been on a spot, and they apparently 
have attempted to cooperate with Mr. White in this latest 
instance — when the lack of that cooperation could have 
meant the failure of a well-advertised opening. 

It seems obvious that cooperation has been extended by 
the Selectmen, and the same should be offered by Mr. 
White. 

There’s been too much politicking over this particular 
business project as it is.
